It is ironic that on the Memorial Day week-end and other summer holidays so 
many Americans die, needlessly, on our highways. Needlessly. Some accidents 
are not preventable, but certainly most accidents are. They are preventable by 
you-if you know the correct defensive technique to deal with a given situation. 


You've already learned some defensive driving techniques through trial and 


-perhaps-error. The trouble is that error can be costly. It makes more sense to 
learn all the defensive techniques you can—in a defensive driving course. One 
excellent course is the one being offered in all 50 states through the National 
Safety Council. Here are some of their driving points to remember: 


A VEHICLE AHEAO-You can prevent a rear end collision by not following too closely, 


by watching the traffic as far ahead as possible for signs of slowing or stopping, and by 
starting to brake soon enough to maintain your stopping distance. 


A VEHICLE BEHIND-You should signal your intentions (flashing brake lights or using 


hand signals) in time for the following driver to react. Slow down to force bumper-crowders 
to pass you. 


A VEHICLE APPROACHING-You should stay well to the right of the center line, slow 


down before curves, and turn left only when approaching cars are an ample distance away. 


VEHICLE APPROACHING ON CROSS STREET-You should recognize the intersection as 


highly hazardous. Be extra alert, consider all directions, and never assume the right-of-way. 


VEHICLE PASSING YOU-Always check for cars about to pass before you change lanes. 


Help the passing driver by slowing when necessary. 


PASSING ANOTHER VEHICLE-First check behind you, then signal the car you're pass- 


ing, move out promptly, and return to your lane as soon as you can see the passed vehicle 
in your mirror.

BEING OVERTAKEN—A common example of this is a last-minute decision at 
an expressway exit. A vital part of trip preparation is a good understanding of 
the route and intersections. If you miss your exit, accept the necessity to take 
the next one—even at the cost of extra miles. The cost could be much more 


expensive in accidents—or even lives. 


VEHICLE AHEAO-Watch the cars ahead of the car ahead. That's a defensive 
driving technique that can protect you on the highway. One car pulling from 
a parking spot can require a panic stop by a driver far back in the line—unless 


he's aware and prepared. 


OVERTAKING-Don't ride herd on the 
car in front of you. Keep a healthy dis> 
tance away from him and you'll keep 


healthy.

driver, then establish clearly who will 


go ahead first.

VEHICLE BEHIND-To play safe, do 
not cut back into lane after passing a

A processing plant was set up 
by the local growers to pro- 
duce the cranberry sauce for 
year 'round use. Since then, 
several new cranberry products 
have appeared on the market, 
making 
this succulent little 


berry a popular addition to the 
family menu throughout the 
year.

settling into the soft tissues 
behind 
lower front teeth. 


Settling or sinking occurs 
slowly, s o m e t i m e s taking 
years before the bar really 
digs into the gums. 


Pressure so produced may 


be intense enough to cut the 
gums, "break 
down" bony 


support of front teeth and, in 
some cases, loosen these teeth 
and push them forward. This 
does not occur without pain, 
but many patients keep put- 
ting off the inevitable dental 
visit, hoping it won't be nec- 
essary. 


But it's not one of those con- 


ditions that will disappear if 
you just don't look. Some- 
thing must be done about it. 
While a new denture may- 
turn out to be the only satis- 
factory solution, there are 
simpler remedies that can bs 
tried first. 


What are these remedies?

Thin bars 
create pressure (torque) on 
natural teeth that support 
dentures. Important: When- 
ever a denture is adjusted for 
relief of "sore spot" or any 
other reason, that area must 
be repolished. Rough dentures 
can cause chronic irritation.

ure out how Helen Sobel 
Smith defended with the West 
hand against South's three 
no-trump contract. 


Helen started by opening 


the king of spades. North's 
two-club bid had asked South 
to bid a four-card major if he 
had one, so Helen saw little 
point in attacking with a four- 
card minor suit when the 
c h a n c e s were that South 
would also hold four cards in 
the suit. 


The king of spades looked 


like a happy choice. It held 
the trick as East played the 
nine. Helen stopped to count 
points. She counted 22 be- 
tween her hand and dummy. 
Give South the 16-point min- 
imum for his opening no- 
trump and the best East could 
hold would be two jacks. 'It 
appeared certain that East 
held the jack of spades, so 
Helen 
continued with 
the 


queen. That was allowed to 
hold also. Declarer put the 
ace on the third spade lead 
and played his ace of hearts.

LONDON — (NBA) — The 


Hon. Robin Sinclair, J.P., 
D.L., the Laird of Lochdhu, 
and owner of 60,000 acres of 
prime grouse and stag moors 
in northern Scotland, curled 
his fingers around a tumbler 
of Scotch whisky and leaned 
back in the soft chair.
